| led vpon himſclfe. Next, ro haucthe Artaindors of all 
of his Partie (Which were in no ſmall number) re- 
| uerſed, and all Acts of holtilitic by "them done in his 
quarrell, remirred and diſcharged: and on the other 
11de to attaine by Parliament, the Heads and Principals 
of his Enemies. The Third, to calme aud quiet the 
feares of the reſt of that Partie by a General- Pardon : 
not being ignorantin how great danger a King ſtands 
from his Subic&s, when moſt of his SubicCts are con- 
ſcious inthemſclucs, that they ſtand in his danger. 
Vnto theſe three ſpecial] Motiues of a Parliament was 
added, that heeas a prudent and moderate Prince_, 
made this iudgement; that it was fit for him to haſten 
to let his people ſee, that hee meant to gouerne by 
Law, howſoeuer hee came'in by the Sword: and fir 
allo ro reclaime them ro know him for their King, 
whom they hado lately talked of as an Enemie or 
| Baniſhed-man, For thar which concerned the Entay-

ment. And for the Pardon of the reſt , that had ftood 
againlt che King ; the King, vpon a lecond aduice,

Raigne ſhould bce bur Play, and the cnioying of a 
Kingdome.Yctas a wile and watchfull King,hce would 
nor neglect any thing for his ſafetie; thinking neuer- 
thelefſero performe all things now, rather as an Exex- 
ciſe,then as a Labour. So hee being truly informed,thar 
the Nortberne parts were not onely afteRionate to the 
Houſe of YoR x E, but particularly had beene deuo- 
tedtoKingR1 CH aRDthethird; thought ir would 
beea Summer well ſpear to viſit thoſe Parts, and by 
his preſence and application of himſelfe, ro reclaime 
and reQifie thoſe bumors. But the King, in his ac- 
comprt of Peace, and Calmes, did much ouer-caſt his 
Fortunes, which proued for many yeares together full 
of Broken Seas, Tides, and Tempeſts.

BrRoVGHT ON;afcer failed ouer into Flanders,torhe 
LadieMARGARET. And hismen,forſaken of their 
| Captaine, did preſently ſubmir themſelucsto the Duke. 
The STAFEFORDs likewiſe, and their Forces, hea- 
ring what had happened to the Lord LoyEL (in 
whole ſuccefle their chicte truſt was) defpaired, and 
diſpcrſed. The two Brothers, raking Sandwuarie at |

ming of S1Mo N with his pretended PLANTA- 
GENET into Ireland, all things were prepared for

The Earle preſently communicated the matter with 
ſome of the Nobles and others there, at the firlt ſecrer- 
ly. But finding them of like affeCtion to himſelte, 
hee ſuffered ir of purpoſe to vent and paſſe abroad;

| plauſe, rhis Counterfeit PLANTA GENET was

did bewray. the baſencſle of his condition. And 
withina few daycs aftcr hee was proclaimed King in 
Dublin, by the name of King EDwa &D the Sixt;

The Earle of Lin- 
colne was induced to participate with the Attion of 
Ireland, not lightly vpon the ſtrength of the Procee- 
dings there, which ills a Bubble, bur vpon Lerters 
from theLadyMARGARE Tof Burgundte,in whole 
ſuccoursand declaratjon for the Enterpriſe, there ſec- 
med to bea more ſolid foundation, both for Repu-

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tation and Forces . Neither did the Earle refrainethe 
Buſinelle, for that he knew the prerendedP 1 A NT A- 
GENET to bebutan 1doll. But contrariwile, hee was | 
more glad it ſhould be the falle PLanNTAGENET | 
| then thetrue: becauſe the Falfe being ſure to fall away 
of himſclfe, andthe True to be made ſure of by the 
King; it might open and pauca faire and preparcd 
way to his owne Title. With this Reſolution hee lay- 
led ſecretly into Flanders; where was a little before 
arriued the Lord Love L, leauing a correſpondence 
herein England with Sir THOMASBROVGH TON, 
a man of great Power and Dependencies in Lanca-

MARGARET was ſecond ſiſter to 
King EDw A RD theFourth, and had becneſecond 
WifetoCHARLEs, ſurnamed the HARD y, Duke | | 
of Burgundie ; by whome, hauing no Children of her 
owne, {he did with ſingular carcandcendeinefle in- | 
trend the Education ofPH1itipandMAncaARET, 
1 Grand-children to her former Husband; which 
wonne her great loucand authority among the Dutch. 
This Princeſſe (hauing the Spirit ofa Man, and Malice 
of a woman) abounding in Treaſtre, by thegreat- 
neſſe of her Dower, and her prouident Goueramear, 
and being childleſle,, and without any necrer Care, 
made it her Defigne and Enterpriſe, to ſee che Maicſtie 
Royal of England once againere-placed in her Houle, 
and had ſct vp King HE NR xy as aMarke, atwholc 
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oucrthrow all her a&tions ſhould ayme and ſhoote; 
inſomuch as all the Counſel's of his ſucceeding trou- 
| bles came chiefly our of- that Quiver. And ſhee 
barcfuch a mortall hatred ro the Houſe of L a n c 4- 
STE Rand perſonally tothe King,as ſhe was no wayes 
mollified by the Contundtion of the Houlcsin her Nee- 
ces marriage, but rather hated her Neeve, as the mcanes 
of the Kings aſcent to the Crowne, and aſſurance 
therein. Wherefore with great violence of affection 
ſheembraced this Ouerrure, And vpon Counſaile ta-

ces, ſending the reſt ro Forrage the Countrie. But F © x; 
Biſhop of Dureſme (a wiſe man, and one that could 
ſee through the Pre/ent, to the Future) doubting: as 
much betore, had cauſed his (a/tle of Norham to bee 
ſtrongly fortified, and furniſhed, with all kinde of Mu- 
nition: And had manneditlikewiſe, with averygreat 
aumber of tall Souldiours, more thanfor the propor- 
tion of the Caſtle, reckoning rather vpon aſharpe 
Aſſault , than along Siege. And for the Countrey like- 
wiſe, hee had cauſed the People to withdraw their 
Cartell and Goods jnto Faſt Places, that were not of 
ealte approach ; -and ſent in Poſtto the Barleof Sur- 
rey (who was not farreoff, in Jorkeſhire) to come 
in diligence to the Succour.
